FISCAL COURT TAKES 
ANOTHER STEP. 



Turnpike, Companie* Submit 
Their Offerm-What It Will 
Coat-Eleetion Ordered. 



The Fiscal Court met yesterday to re- 
ceive propositions from the turnpike 
companies of Mason county as to what 
they would take for that portion of their 
roads lying in the county with a view to 
■ purchase by the county and making 
travel free. 

The turnpike owners came forward 
with stralghtout business like proposi- 
tions, which will furnish a basis upon 
which the Court can act." 

The Maysville and Mt. Sterling Com 
pany bas 12 miles In Mason, In which the 
county owns |2,000 in stock. It offers to 
sell this part of its road fer $45,000, el 
though fer six years past it bas **.rned 8 
per cent, net on a basis of 170,000. 

The Mason and Bracken, with 12 t 
miles of road, offers it at 12,750 per mile, 
including two gatehouses, all franchises 
and 8, acres of quarries. The county has 
$2,000 stock in this road. 

The Maysville, Orangeburg and Mt. 
Carmel Company has 12 miles, which it 
offers at $1,500 per mile. The county has 
$5,500 stock id this road. 

The Lewis and Mason Company has 13 
miles in Mason which it offers in a lump 
$10,000, providing the county will do- 
nate Its $17,800 and the city her 12.800 of 
stock now owned in it. 

The Maysville and Lexington offered 
its 1<H miles at $4,000 per mile-$86,000 in 
all— including the quarries only. 

The Sardls Turnpike Company, 0 miles 
long, offers its road for $4,000. The 
county owns $2,600 in this road . 

The Murphysville Company offers 
pike of 0| miles for $1,000, iucluding 
two gatehouses, or $1,800 without the 
gatehouses. 

The purpose in getting these proposi 
tions was simply to afford a basis on 
which the Court might submit to the peo- 
ple a propeiiiion to vote bonds for the 
purchase of the entire lot of roads.

The reports were respectfully received 
and filed. 

W. 0. Pelham, C. E , reported that two 
bridges on the Hill City pike were in un- 
safe condition, and the matter was referred 
to the Turnpike Commissioners for action. 

It was ordered that the Sheriff collect 
the 20 cents on the $100 for free turn- 
pikes, levied at the April term of the 
Court, 1895, and the levy of 1890 was re- 
scinded. 

The proposition of the Murphysville 
Turnpike Company was withdrawn for 
the time being. 

ELECTION ORDERED. 

The Court then passed an order direct 
ing that polls be opened at the election te 
be held in November next, and that a 
vote be taken on the proposition to issue 
binds for the purchase of the several 
turnpikes of the county, that they may 
be made free for the traveling public 

Specifications were then adopted for 
the three-mile extension of the Bill City 
pike. 

The Turnpike Commissioners were 
authorized to purchase a steam rock 
crusher and such other implements as 



needed to build and repair the turnpikes 
of the county. 

An iron bridge was ordered built across 
he North Fork on the Hill City pike ex- 

The Court voted itself three days pay— 
And then adjourned.

Mid be claimed that a Democrat 
should support a Republican platform 
id Republican nominees simply because 
majority of. those who had formerly 
acted with the Democratic party had 
:hanged their principles and revolution 
zed the Democratic party to a Republi- 
can declaration of principles and nomi- 
nated candidates in accordance therewith 
While the lilvente majority has not done 
that it has done worse from a real Demo- 
cratic standpoint, for it has adopted a 
platform that, in regard to most of the 
great issues of the day, declares for Pop- 
ulistic 16 to 1 free cousage of silver, Pop- 
ulistic prohibition of tbe right to make 
racts payable in gold, Populistic op- 
position to the maintenance of specie 
payments., Populistic issuance of all pa- 
per currency by the Federal Government, 
Populistic control of the railroads, an 
archistic opposition to Federal interfer- 
ence within tbe domaie of the Constitu- 
n and Federal Statutes to put down 
ibs like the Debs insurrection, and un- 
Democratic wasteful extravagance in 
'improving" waterwaya. 

The greatest of all issues at the pres- 
ent time is that of the money of the peo 
pie. The free, unlimited and inde- 
pendent coinage of silver at the ratio of 
18 to 1 (or making a silver dollar weigh 
16 limes as much as a gold dollar) is not 
Democratic doctrine. Jefferson taught 
that the only right, just an honest ratio 
of coinage of gold and silver was the 
commercial ratio. In his day a dollar's 
worth of silver weighed 15, times aa 
much aa a dollar's worth of gold. Were 
Jefferson alive today he would strenu- 
ously insist that if silver is to be admitted 
to free, unlimited and independent coin- 
age it shall be coined at the commercial 
ratio ef about 81 to 1. Bat Jefferson waa 
one of the most progressive Americans of 
his day. From the history and experi- 
e ices of the past he evolved principles aad 
policies for the future and was so radical 
in his views that for a while he was dis- 
trusted as a nighty and unatable revolu- 
tionist by many ef hia conservative con 
temporaries. As sure as be learned the 
world' a experience of the Impossibility of 
maintaining a double standard of money 
composed of two different metals, so sure 
would he have Insisted that there could 
be only one standard and that snoald he 
gold, the stsndsrd of all the groat civil- 
ised Nations. His successors did finally 
establish in fact lbs gold standard and it 
continued for many years prior to 
the year 187S a* the standard of real 



menev. although the paper issues of the 
War era gave an apparent (not real) ex- 
pknsion of values to commrdities. but 
which valued in gold were not compara- 
tively high priced. In reality commodl 
ties were measured by tbe value of the 
depreciated paper money, which In its 
turn was measured by its value In gold, 
so that the gold standard was at the bot- 
tom of valuation after all. 

In 1873, silver at 16 to 1 was at a pre- 
mium in gold. Except a few millions of 
small change hid away in banks and by 
the people in their homes, there wi 
silver money in this Nation Up to that 
time there hast been coined since the es- 
tablishment of the Nation only about 
eight million silver dollars and eighty 
million dollars in fractional coin. After 
due debate, which the records of Con- 
gress shew to have been so open and 
ample that any Congressman or Benati 
at all attentive to his duties must have 
been entirely conversant with, tbe 
was passed dropping the standard silver 
dollar from coinage and establishing by 
law the gold standard, which had been 
in fact for many years the monetary 
standard. That is the so called "crime" 
of 1873. There were no silver aollars ii 
existence except the few owned by coin 
collectors and the few probably held by 
the people as mementoes snd pocket- 
pieces. There were surely none circula- 
ting as money, for the whole eight mil- 
lion that had been coined in the previous 
eighty years were not a drop in the 
bucket. The fractional silver coins from 
50 cent pieces down to 3-cent pieces were 
pot in circulation, for even they were 
a premium of a few cents. Then how Is 
the act of 1873 to be truthfully denomi- 
nated a "crime?" It wronged not a per 
son out of a cent, it caused no contraction 
of the currency, for there was no silver 
in circulation and but comparatively lit- 
tle United States 6ilver coin in existence; 
it didn't change the standard of monetary 
value, because the nominal standard 
was already the paper currency, and the 
real standard was gold. The truth is It 
was not a "crime-" in any sense of tbe 
word, and to call it so now or at any other 
time is and was an abuse of the word 
and a misstatement ef fact. In truth the 
act of 1873 was only an official recogni- 
tion of the fact that only a single stand- 
ard was possible, and to align this Nation 
with the other great Nations of the world 
in the use of the gold standari. If tbe 
immense production of silver had not 
caused the reduction of the price of sil- 
ver metal shortly after the passage ef 
the act of 1873, and if some peliticiana had 
not felt the necessity to themselves of 
some issue to howl over to keep them- 
selves before the public and to delude 
their constituency with the belief of zeal 
in their behalf, nothing would have been 
heard of free, unlimited and independent 
coinage ef ailver. 

WhV would any of them have cared 
if silver at 16 to 1 had continued to be 
worth two to five cents on the dollar 
more than gold? Not a snap would any 
of them have cared, from the silver mine 
owner down to the cheapest demagogue 
that ever sat in Congress. 

What are the facta as to the prosperity 
of the people since 1878? These when 
called to mind are within the recollection 
of all who were old enough to know 
them. The Jay Cooke panic of 1873 had 
not the remotest thing to do with silver 
coinage. It was a Wall street specula- 
tors' break, to which are liable all gam- 
blers, of all sorts whatsoever, and to 
which all other people who ml 
tbelr affairs are subject. The Cooke 
panic subsided after a while. The re- 
sumption of specie payments came in 
1879. When it was seen by the people 
that specie peymenta were assured the 
small premium on gold valued in paper 
currency disappeared. When tbe paper 
waa for currency found to be worth aa 
much gold the people preferred the paper 
as more easily handled. Thee began 
such aa era of prosperity as scarcely hss 
been star known. Let every one, from 
the day-laborer, the small aadt the 
wealthier farmer to the clerk and the 
merchant, tax his memory and say if ha 
didn't make more money aad enjoy more 
ef the comforts aad even luxuries of 
life between 1879 aad 18M than he ever 
did before or aiaoa that time. We all 
knew that daring these twenty years, 
last ten yean of them, 



people bought lard and paid for it out of 
the profits of the land's produce; many 
others bought land and were in a fair 
way to pay for it until the speculative 
panic came and was fastened down on 
them by this agitation for silverism, 
Within tbe past ten years we all know 
that tbe rich Bluegrass land of Fiat 
Creek and Hharpsburg vicinity has sold 
at f.125 to f 150 per acre in gold. When 
waa it ever worth more than half thi 
much in gold before the so-called "crlnc 
I of 1873?'' People are so forgetful, and 
they allow themselves to be led against 
their true interests by demagogues and 
ill informed young ambitious politicians, 
and men so blinded by political prejudice 
that they can't Judge the right in thla in- 
stance, though entirely honest they be. 

The silverite argument starts with the 
premise not denied by anybody: "Borne 
thing is wrong, you must admit." Of 
course something is wrong, and that 
wrong is in the brains of the silverites. 
who, by their agitation for free silver 
coinage, have caused everybody to be 
afraid to move in large business enter- 
prises for fear that a revolution in the 
value of money and commodities or a 
civil war will beggar them. They prefer 
to hold on to what property they have 
without present hope of increase, to the 
only alternative of risking it where they 
will not only get no profit, but are liable 
to lose half at least and probably more of 
the principal. 

The silverites contend that the people 
need more money. A free coinage law 
will not give them more money. There 
is already a larger per capita circulation 
in the United States than in any other 
Nation except France, and about 
third of the United States' per 
capita is gold/which answers all tbe pur 
poses of circulation, and which before 
this agitation could have been secured by 
anybody, dollar for dollar, in exchange 
for other currency by paying the charges 
of transportation from the city banks. 
This gold will be surely and instantly 
driven eut of circulation entirely by 
free silver law. Then tbe remaining 
two-thirds per capita will be valued by 
the silver standard and will be worth only 
one half. Bo instead of more money 
there will be only one-third as much, 
measured by its purchasing power. To 
supply this billion dollars deficiency of 
currency with silver dollars would tekfe 
ears at the lowest calculation of 
the most sanguine who calculates and 
doesn't merely guess. But relief will be 
needed quickly. The only alternative 
will be the issuance of legal tender sliver 
certificates and greenbacks, the lattei 
worth not their face value, but only what 
the market establishes, like the green 
backs during the Civil War era, which got 
down aa low as forty cents on the dollar; 
and tbe more greenbacka there are issued 
the cheaper they will become. Making 
er issues legal tender will enable 
those who get them to pay debts con 
traded in money good as gold; but how 
elae must the creditor who has to take 
them feel than that he had been wronged 
by his Government? Cheap and almost 
worthless paper money has been the 
tane of the world in different eraa 
treated of in history, and it is asi 
mental folly for a people in the light of 
experience aad hiatory to help drive their 
Nation to a course which will lead to a 
flood of cheap paper money. In the 
future we shall quote a few pagea 
from the history of Kentucky showing 
the awful effects of Just such a flood or 
cheap paper meney in tbe years follow 
log the War of 1812-1815 

Now, in conclusion, rising to a per- 
sonal point of order, we understand that 
it is being argued through this county 
that the reason The Outlook is opposed 
to silverism is because a gentleman who 
helpa make the paper haa a lot of Federal 
Government bonds. There is not a word 
of truth in It. lie does not own a bend, 
never owned one. and, to state it more 
plainly, never saw a Federal Government 
bond in his life. His interests and those 
Of all The Outlook people are just tbe 
easnein kind if not in degree as those of 
the day-laborer, tbe farmer and every 
other person who works for a living In 
any way honorable. Our Interests, as 
e believe, are beat subserved by a Gov- 
ernment guaranteeing us freedom, justice, 
protection to our property, equality be- 
fore the law, fair treatment always, and 
a dollar that when earned shall be worth 
n dollar, and when owed us shall he paid 
In • 1 on-con t, dollar. Wo nave got no 
better rights than anybody else, aad don't 
want any rights-better than anybody olse 
nnder and before the law.

Corn Very Plentiful, But Weeds Are 
Growing- Fast Among It. 



icaoo, July 29.— The reports as to 
iondition of the crops throughout 
country and the general effect of 
the weather on the growth, cultivation 
and harvest of same were Tuesday 
made by the directors of the several 
climate and crop sections. The reports 
received at Chicago were as follows: 

In the states of the central valleys 
and on the Atlantic and east gulf 
coasts the week has been very favor- 
able for all growing crops, but exces- 
sive rains to some extent retarded farm 
work, especially threshing, and caused 
much injury to grain in shock. Heavy 
rains have also injured crops in the 
Ohio valley, especially in West Vir- 
ginia, where local freshets have been 
very destructive- 
Indiana reports a great crop, almost 
assured. Over the eastern portion of 
the cotton region and in Texas cotton 
has made good growth, but In Louisi- 
ana it is suffering from drought and 
complaints of rust and shedding are 
quite general. 

Kentucky— All crops injured to some 
extent by too much rain and very great 
local damage reported In portions of 
northern and central counties. Wheat 
and oats are sprouting badly in shock. 
General complaint of tobacco French- 
Ing on low grounds. Corn still looks 
good, but fields are overgrown with 

Indiana— Heavy rains in localities 
did damage; wheat, rye and oats in 
shock are sprouting and rotting; much 
hay is spoiled; threshing and plowing 
were delayed; great crops of corn and 
potatoes almost assured; some corn in 
bottom lands was under water; tobac- 
co nearly topped in good condition. 

Ohio— Abnormally cloudy with 
heavy rains which badly flooded corn, 
oats, bay, wheat, gardens, potatoes and 
tobacco on low lands and greatly re- 
tarded all farming operations. Oats 
and wheat rotting and sprouting in 
shock and stack, and ground too wet to 
stand weight of farm machinery. To- 
bacco and gardens made fnir growth 
where not flooded, but excessive moist- 
ure is hurting all crops. Fruit is drop-

DR. JAMESON CONVICTED. 

Wish Violating the Foreign In- 
list meat A«t of 1ST*. 

London, July 89.— The case of Dr. 
Jameson, Maj. Sir John Willoughby, 
Maj. Raleigh Grey, Col. II. V. White, 
Maj. R. White and Hon. Henry I*. 
Coventry, who took prominent parte in 
the recent raid into the Transvaal, was 
continued in the high court of justice 
Tuesday morning before Lord Chief 
Justloe Bnsaell, Haron Pollock and Mr. 
Justice Hawkins. The defendants, it 
will be recalled, are charged with vio- 
lating the foreign enlistment act of 
1870, in that they took part in an armed 
expedition against a state with which 
Ureat Britain was at peace. Monday 
counsel for the defense and the pros- 
ecution submitted their cases, and at 
half past 10 o'clock Tuesday morning 
Lord Chief Justice Russell began to 
sum up the cases. At that time the 
courtroom was crowded, interest in the 
case reviving as it drew to a close. 
Among those present were many well- 
known society ladles. 

In summing up Lord Russell empha- 
sixed the importance of the trial. He 
said that the crime with which the de- 
fendants were charged might entail 
consequences which nobody could fore- 
see. There, had been .no attempt to 
gainsay the statements of the witnesses 
of the prosecution, but if the jury had 
any real doubt as to the nature of the 
defendants' acts .they must give them 
the benefit of it They were all found 

After the usual formalities had 1 
complied with, the court sentenced 
Jameson to 15 months' imprisons 
Maj. Sir John Willioue/hbv » :i- 
tenced to ten months. Col. EL F. White 
to seven months, and the other defend- 
ants to three months' imprisonment 

None of the prisoners will be < 
pelled to do hard labor during thei 
carceration.

The streets of McDonald were swept 
clean of board walks, which lodged 
against a bridge spanning an ordinary 
small creek just below town.

Several coal mines in the vicinity of 
McDonald were flooded. Near Cecil, 
three milea southeast, six* bodies have 
been recovered lrom the mass of 
debris In the Cecil Valley.

Tlu 
bridge of the brUffavsla & McDonald 
branch of the Panhandle railroad over 
Chartlers creek was washed away and 
the tracks for half a mile' near Bridge, 
vale are covered with water.
